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Retail Trade in May (Page 2) 

The total value of sales was 7-2 per cent. higher 
than in May, 1935, the rise being most marked in 
Suburban London. Sales of food and perishables 
rose by 5°5 per cent. and of other merchandise by 
87 per cent. For the first four months of the 
trading year total sales were 69 per cent. above 
those for February-May, 1935. The index number 
of total sales for May was 118 as against 117 in 
April. The cost value of stocks at the end of May 
was 271 per cent, higher than a year earlier. Em- 
ployment was 3°5 per cent. higher. 


Argentine Economic Conditions and Trade (Page 4) 

Most of the economic indices for 1935 showed a 
pronounced upward tendency, writes the Commer- 
cial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires, 
and financially the situation has gone on improving. 
Despite continued restrictions in her most important 
markets, there was a substantial increase in both 
imports and exports last year. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 6)

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of May, 1936, with those for the same date in 
1935. A smaller number of concerns supply this infor- 
mation; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. é' 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 
In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results, it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and

also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1935 and 1936 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report the number of days on which selling took 
place in their shops during the period to which their 
figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 1935 
sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with those of 
1936, so far as length of period is concerned. Adjust- 
ments of this kind may be imperfect where a return 
relates to the sales of a number of shops in different 
towns, but the error involved is not likely to affect the 
published figures. Correction for differences in number 
of selling days betwen May, 1935, and May, 1936, were 
fairly numerous, many shops having been closed on 
May 6 in 1935. 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year at 
least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns.

As Whit Monday fell on June 1 in 1936, May sales 
might be expected to reflect pre-holiday buying, but 
the normal stimulus was offset to some extent this 
year by the cold weather. The comparison is also 
affected by the incidence of a public holiday on May 6 
in 1935, the influence of which may not be entirely 
counteracted by the correction made for the number 
of selling days. The rise in sales was most marked 
(10-2 per cent.) in Suburban London; the South 
of England (8°9 per cent.) and Wales and the North of 
England (80 per cent.) also showed substantial 
advances. 

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
approximately 47 per cent. of the total value reported, 
rose by 55 per cent., a smaller improvement than 
those recorded for this division in recent months. All 
areas, except Central and West End London, showed 
an improvement, which varied from 4°8 per cent. in 
Scotland to 6-7 per cent. in both the South of England 
and Suburban London. The decrease in Central and 
West End London amounted to 3°8 per cent. Sales in 
the grocery, provisions and bakery section, which forms 
a very large part of this division, increased in Great 
Britain as a whole by 5:3 per cent. 

Sales of other merchandise expanded in May by 8-7 
per cent. and improved in all five districts. The largest 
increase was 15:1 per cent. in Suburban London where, 
however, the figure for May, 1935, was 6:1 per cent. 
below that for May, 1934. The percentage increases 
for Wales and the North of England and for the South 
of England were very similar (11-1 and 11-8) and those 
for Scotland and for Central and West End London 
were identical (1°5 per cent.). The most striking move- 
ment in sales for any category occurred in respect of 
boots and shoes, which showed a rise of 17°6 per cent. 
in the country as a whole, and increases ranging from 
1-5 per cent. to 22-7 per cent. in the five districts. The 
majority of the schedules included showed 1936 figures 
well in excess of those for 1935, and there was also a 
marked rise in stocks. This category, however, showed 
the largest decrease last year compared with May, 1934, 
and the sales for the current year were possibly enlarged 
by some postponement of Spring buying from April to 
May owing to unfavourable weather conditions. Two 
other factors which may have contributed to the rise 
are an increased demand for higher grade footwear and 
increases, actual and expected, in prices. Increases of 
more than 9 per cent. were recorded for four other 
categories and the only decreases were in respect of 
piece-goods (1-3 per cent.), where sales for many months 
have shown a tendency to fall, and sports and travel, 
for which there was a small decline of 0-2 per cent. 


February-May.—Total sales for the first four months 
of the trading year were 69 per cent. above those for 
the corresponding period of 1935. All five districts and 
all main categories, except piece-goods, showed a higher 
level of sales this year than last. The district increases 
varied from 2°5 per cent. in Central and West End 
London to 8°3 per cent. in the South of England. The 
improvement was greater in the food and perishables 
division (8°3 per cent.) than in other merchandise as a 
whole (5:3 per cent.). Among the nine main categories 
of the latter division, six advanced by more than 5 per 
cent. The reduction in sales of piece-goods amounted 
to 2°9 per cent.

The index number of total sales rose from 117 in April 
to 118 in May. The May figures in the five districts 
ranged from 113 in Central and West End London to 
124 in the Suburban area, and the rise from April, 
though it was only 1 point for the country as a whole, 
resulted from movements varying from a drop of 1 point 
in the South of England to an increase of 7 points in 
Central and West End London. 

The May index for food and perishables (116) was 
5 points lower than the April figure and very similar to 
gihe index numbers for January, February and March.

There was a rise of 7 points from the April level in 
Central and West End London, where, however, the 
sample possesses certain peculiarities and has shown a 
tendency to a seasonal rise at this time in each of the 
years since 1932. The other four districts showed de- 
creases ranging from 4 to 7 points. 

The index for other merchandise (121) was 8 points 
higher in May than in April. There was a rise in each 
of the five districts, the movement varying from 4 
points in the South of England to 16 points in Scotland. 


STOCKS 


An increase in stocks was again recorded at the end 
of May, 1936, when the cost value reported was 2°1 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier, the value then being 
almost identical with that of May, 1934. The largest 
district increase in May, 1936, was 3°2 per cent. in 
Scotland and only in one district, Suburban London, 
was there a reduction (0°2 per cent.) in the value of 
stocks. The advance was much more evident in the 
food and perishables division (5°6 per cent.) than in 
other merchandise as a whole (1°8 per cent.). Among 
the main categories, the largest increases were 7:1 per 
cent. in respect of boots and shoes and 5:0 per cent. 
for fancy departments. Stocks declined in three 
categories—piece-goods and men’s and boys’ wear (2:0 
per cent. each) and sports and travel (1:1 per cent.). 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
such retail establishments as furnished this information 
was 3°5 per cent. higher at the end of May, 1936, than 
12 months earlier. Employment improved in all 
districts, the increase ranging from 0-4 per cent. in 
Suburban London to 5:2 per cent. in the South of 
England. For selling staffs there was an increase of 
1-6 per cent., very small reductions being shown for 
two districts—Scotland and Suburban London. The 
number of juveniles employed continues to show a rise, 
the district increases over last year’s figures varying 
from 21 per cent. in Suburban London to 14:0 per cent. 
in Wales and the North of England and averaging 9°8 
per cent. for the country as a whole. 
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ARGENTINA 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND TRADE 
PROSPECTS 


When the last survey in this series was written 
the year 1934 was described (see the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
June 27, 1935, page 1010) as signalising the emer- 
gence of Argentina from the economic blizzard which 
had burst upon the world five years before. It was 
added that, order having been to a large extent 
restored in her own house, the advance of the 
Republic towards further recovery must depend more 
and more on conditions elsewhere, and most of all on 
the return of prosperity in her principal markets. 

For a time the situation continued to improve, 
*writes the Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy 
at Buenos Aires, owing mainly to the record maize 
crop and more than average wheat and linseed crops 
of the 1934-85 season, coinciding with a scarcity 
abroad. As the new season approached, however, it 
was the turn of Argentina to suffer from Nature’s 
fickleness, the rainfall from June to October, 1935, 
being so inadequate in many parts of the country as 
to make the sowing of wheat and linseed impossible. 
Nevertheless, though early hopes of a big trade 
surplus were frustrated, there was an increase in the 
balance for the year as a whole.

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Financially the situation has gone on improving, 
and is better to-day than it has been for a long time. 
After a long succession of deficits the Minister of 
Finance is at last able to show a balanced Budget. 
Early in 1935 a new era in Argentine banking was in- 
stituted by the application of a set of new laws embody- 
ing a comprehensive scheme of reform on the lines of 
Sir Otto Niemeyer’s recommendations two years before. 
Additional savings have been effected in the services 
of the external debt and the release arranged of most 
of the remaining blocked pesos. The exchange control 
system has continued to work effectively, providing 
the Government with a rich source of profit, which 
on the one hand has enabled it to build up an ample 
equalisation fund and on the other to guarantee cereal 
prices. Other measures taken to assist the farmer 
include an important new grain law, while negotia- 
tions have been conducted with several foreign coun- 
tries to open up new markets for meat. 


Upwarp TREND OF Economic INDICES 


Most of the economic indices for 1935 show a pro- 
nounced upward tendency. The clearing banks 
handled 13 per cent. more cheques than in the year 
before, while the turnover of stocks and shares in- 
creased by 10 per cent. Sales of property fell by 
2 per cent. Bankruptcies for the year decreased by 
26 per cent. from $125,723,000 to $93,469,600 
pesos.* The tonnage carried by the privately-owned 
railways was nearly 6 per cent. more, though the in- 
crease in gross receipts was only 0°2 per cent. An 
increase of 1 per cent, in retail sales does not appear 
to reflect fully the enhanced buying power, and 
despite the general trend towards recovery there is 
still a large surplus of funds which has not found 
profitable employment in commerce and industry. 
This partly explains the increased activity on the 
Stock Exchange, and especially the rise in Argentine 
Government and provincial Government bonds follow- 
ing the conversion operations. The average quota- 
tion for Government bonds in 1935 was 95, or a trifle 
above, as compared with 92°74 in 1934 and 86°64 in 
1933, an improvement which was in significant con- 
trast to the continued decline, with few exceptions, 
of shares quoted in London in locally operating United 
Kingdom companies. The Government index of 
wholesale prices in the nine months to September 
registered a slight fall, from 98 to 96:5 (compared 
with 100 in 1926); but in spite of this, according to a 
statement of the National Labour Bureau published 
in January, 1936, the cost of living of the wage earn- 
ing class had risen in the 18 months since June, 1934, 
by approximately 25 per cent., representing in part 
no doubt the lag following the devaluation at the end 
of 1933. 


Buiipine Activity 


On the basis of value the index for construction 
declined by nearly 4 per cent., though new buildings 
seem to be springing up on every side. The explana- 
tion of this apparent anomaly is that construction 
materials have cheapened, and that owing to the 
crisis and to changing habits many of the big old 
houses and buildings have been sold at greatly 
reduced prices. The new apartment houses which 
are taking their place are all of the sky-scraper type, 
built as cheaply as possible, though equipped with 
central heating, hot-water supply and in some cases 
conditioned air. One of these in Buenos Aires, com- 
prising thirty-five stories, is said to be the tallest 
reinforced concrete building in the world. The 
architectural metamorphosis which is proceeding 
apace throughout the capital reflects a restless— 
and it must be said frequently irresponsible—energy 
always pressing forward which causes new businesses 
and new shops to appear almost overnight.

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Foreign TRADE 


Despite continued restrictions in her most important 
markets, an abundant exportable surplus and higher 
prices enabled Argentina to show a substantial increase 
in her foreign trade, both outward and inward, in 1935. 
Taking the average rate of exchange for each year, the 
total value of imports and exports together rose from 
£154 million in 1933 to £1607 million in 1934 and 
£171°9 million in 1935. In 1934, on the same basis of 
conversion, exports amounted to £95°8 million, and 
imports to £649 million, leaving a balance of £381 
million. For 1935 the corresponding figures were 
£1028 million, £69:1 million and £33°7 million. 
Imports, which suffered a setback in 1934 as a result 
of the depreciation of the peso, increased in almost 
exactly the same proportion, viz. 7 per cent., as 
exports. The statistics for the first two months of 
1936 show decreases of 11 per cent. in exports and 
18 per cent. in imports, leaving a balance of 83°6 
million pesos as compared with 113-9 millions in 1935. 


The expansion in the value of exports in 1935 was 
attributable mainly to increased shipments of maize, 
linseed, barley, cotton, hides and wool, combined with 
higher prices for wheat, oats, barley, quebracho extract 
and a number of pastoral products. The volume of 
exports, and to a less degree the value, in 1936 appears 
certain to be less than they were in 1935. The esti- 
mated exportable surplus of wheat and linseed combined 
is less than half the quantity shipped in 1935, which 
realised a value of $550 million pesos paper, represent- 
ing more than a third of the total exports, and although 
prices have risen, the anticipated reduction in ship- 
ments is too large to be made up in that way. Hopes 
of some compensation were built up on early prospects 
of another record maize harvest, but conditions have 
since been less favourable, and the official forecast in 
March, 1936, estimated a crop of 9,650,000 tons, which, 
though 12 per cent. above the average for the past five 
years, is 16 per cent. less than the 1934-35 crop. The 
disposal of the exportable surplus of 9 million tons 
that year, however, was assisted by a shortage in other 
countries, and even so two million tons remained un- 
sold at the beginning of 1936, so that in view of the 
probability of a decreased demand from the United 
States and of competition from cheap European maize 
and barley, the marketing of the new crop added to 
the carry-over would have presented a serious problem 
if the earlier forecasts had been realised. The revised 
estimates have not only removed anxiety on this score, 
but have led the Argentine Government to raise the 
price at which they are prepared to purchase new 
maize. 


In imports the upward tendency which began in 
1933, though temporarily checked by the devaluation 
of the peso at the end of that year, has otherwise been 
continuous, 1935 showing an increase of 9°5 per cent. 
over 1934, which was already larger by 5-5 per cent. 
than 1933. With the exception of tobacco, textiles, 
non-ferrous metals and rubber goods, all the main 
groups of merchandise contributed to the expansion, 
the outstanding increases being combustibles and lubri- 
cants (10°9 per cent.); iron and manufactures thereof 
(19:2 per cent.); machinery and vehicles (47-1 per 
cent.); metals and manufactures thereof (5‘8 per cent.) ; 
chemical and pharmaceutical products, including 
paints (9:2 per cent.). The only notable decreases were 
in rubber and rubber goods (12°7 per cent.) and tobacco 
and manufactures (15:7 per cent.). Textiles, the most 
important group from the standpoint of value, 
remained practically unchanged, and woollen im- 
ports were well maintained. The increase of 5-2 
per cent. in fuel and lubricants and the drop of 
4 per cent. in coal products reflected mainly a growing 
demand for fuel oil for Diesel engines and combustible 
purposes. The continued expansion in iron and steel 
goods in 1934 was due to increased activity in building, 
while larger supplies were imported also of wire, black 
sheets for galvanising, and of material for the local 
manufacture of stoves, motor-car bodies and electric 
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refrigerators. The development of the national manu- 
facturing industries, with the additional fillip from the 
20 per cent. exchange surcharge on imports not 
covered by prior permits, led to increased purchases of 
industrial plant, especially Diesel engines, textile 
machinery, tractors and electric motors. Long over- 
due replacements of agricultural machinery were made 
possible by the improved position of the farmer, and 
imports were resumed of tractors and harvester 
threshers, while there was a marked revival of activity 
in the demand for windmills, pumps, agricultural im- 
plements and tools. Among the first signs of returning 
prosperity the turnover of motor vehicles continued to 
expand, imports in 1935 being 43°6 per cent. higher 
than in 1934, and more than three times as much as 
in 1933. 


Sources oF Imports 


Payment for imports being still subject to exchange 
control, trade has tended more and more to follow 
bilateral channels; an important new factor in deter- 
mining the shares supplied by the various competing 
countries of origin being the 20 per cent. surcharge 
introduced in April, 1935. Japanese textiles, however, 
in spite of this handicap, continued to undersell all com- 
petition, and imports from Japan increased from $22°8 
million pesos in 1934 to $46°5 million pesos in 1935. The 
resultant loss to Manchester was the chief cause of the 
decline in the share of the United Kingdom from 22°5 
to 22-1 per cent. on the basis of tariff values—though 
the actual tariff value showed an increase from $230°3 
million pesos to $237:2 million pesos. On a basis of 
** real ’’ values the United Kingdom’s percentages of 
the total in 1935 should prove to be considerably higher 
than on a basis of tariff values, while still probably 
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somewhat less than in 1934.*. There was a substantial 
decline also in imports of United Kingdom tinplate, 
while imports of coal from the United Kingdom fell 
from 1,983,170 tons to 1,933,987 tons. 

The United States, after supplying more than a 
quarter of the total imports in 1929, lost ground 
continuously during the next four years, owing in the 
main to the dispensable character of her chief supplies, 
this fact being evidenced by the big advance in her 
position in 1934, when a sharp revival occurred in the 
motor vehicle trade. In 1935, however, her relative 
position again declined from 14:8 to 14:4 per cent., 
although the tariff value of her supplies showed an in- 
crease. A similar increase in shipments from Germany 
was likewise insufficient to prevent a reduction in that 
country’s share of the total trade from 9°7 to 9:1 per 
cent. Italy, owing to exchange restrictions and 
latterly perhaps indirectly owing to the influence of 
sanctions, continued to lose trade, dropping from 
fourth to seventh place, with 43 per cent. as against 
6:2 per cent. 


Belgium, on the other hand, assisted by ample ex- 
change facilities, jumped from sixth to fourth, with 
her participation increased from 5 to 6°4 per cent. But 
the greatest and most notable advance was made by 
Japan, the tariff value of imports from that source 
being $46°5 million pesos, or 4°4 per cent. of the total 
imports in 1935, against $22°8 million pesos and 2:2 
per cent. in 1934. This expansion is almost entirely 
composed of cotton textiles. 





* As the reduced tariff valuations established under the terms 
of the Supplementary Agreement of 1933 affected commodities 
which were mainly supplied by the United Kingdom, the 
adjustment made when converting the tariff values of the imports 
from that country into ‘‘ real’ values tends to be much larger 
than in the case of other countries. 


SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN MAY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during May, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival, amounted to 7,143,000 tons, or 39,000 tons 
(0°5 per cent.) less than in May, 1935. Decreases were 
recorded for the majority of the trading areas specified 
in the returns, the largest being in respect of ‘* Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries ”’ 
and ‘‘ West Indies and Central America (Atlantic 
Coast).’’ Larger proportionate decreases, though 
smaller in actual tonnage than those mentioned, were 
recorded for ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries ’’ and ‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the 
Pacific.’’ These decreases were offset by appreciable 
increases for ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and 
‘* North America—Atlantic Coast ’’; the latter in- 
crease may be associated with the larger shipments of 
wheat from Canada. As regards the nationalities of 
the vessels, British tonnage decreased by 208,000 tons 
(5 per cent.), French by 83,000 tons (30 per cent.) and 
United States by 26,000 tons (6 per cent.). On the 
other hand, German tonnage increased by 56,000 tons 
(16 per cent.), Dutch by 53,000 tons (20 per cent.) and 
Norwegian by 34,000 tons (9 per cent.), while for 
“‘ Other Nationalities ’’ there was an increase of 
135,000 tons (14 per cent.), to which Panamanian, 
Spanish and Danish tonnage contributed largely. 
About 61 per cent. of the net tonnage that arrived with 
cargo in May, 1936, was British, as against 63 per 
cent. a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
May, 1936, at any port without cargo for discharge at 
that port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 
2,915,000 tons, or 15,000 tons (0°5 per cent.) more 
than in the corresponding month last year. This in- 
crease was due mainly to a rise of 126,000 tons in 





respect of French vessels, the May figure this year 
being double that of a year ago. Norwegian tonnage 
increased by 27,000 tons (82 per cent.), while there 
were decreases for British tonnage (51,000 tons, or 
3 per cent.), German (37,000 tons, or 14 per cent.) and 
vessels of ‘“‘ Other Nationalities ’’ (51,000 tons, or 14 
per cent.); the latter was due mainly to the cessation 
of arrivals of Italian vessels and a reduction of Spanish 
tonnage. The British proportion of the net tonnage 
that arrived in ballast declined from 65 per cent. in 
May, 1935, to 63 per cent. in May, 1936, while of the 
total British tonnage that arrived, 29 per cent. was in 
ballast in the earlier and about 30 per cent. in the later 
period. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during May, 1936, from ports at 
which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggregated 
5,875,000 tons, or 193,000 tons (3-2 per cent.) less than 
in May, 1935. The most important change was a 
reduction from 312,000 tons to 105,000 tons in respect 
of ‘*‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries.’’ 
Changes of lesser importance were a decline of 71,000 
tons in the case of ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean Countries ’’ and an increase of 133,000 
tons in the departures to ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign).’’ As regards the nationalities of the vessels, 
British tonnage declined by 160,000 tons (4 per cent.) 
and the tonnage of ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ by 108,000 
tons (12 per cent.)—chiefly Spanish and Italian 
vessels. Increases of 47,000 tons (28 per cent.) and 
86,000 tons (12 per cent.) were shown for Norwegian 
and French tonnage, respectively. The British pro- 
portion of the net tonnage that departed with cargo 
was about 65 per cent. both in May, 1936, and a year 
earlier.

The decrease in the arrivals with cargo at Southamp- 
ton was largely in British tonnage. The declines in 
the arrivals in ballast and departures with cargo at 
South Wales ports may be associated with reduced coal 
exports at those ports. 


Coasting Trade.—The all-round increase in the 
coasting trade, as compared with a year earlier, which 
was noted for each of the first four months of this year, 
continued in May, the net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures with cargo increasing by 96,000 tons (43 
per cent.) and 81,000 tons (3°6 per cent.), respectively, 
and the arrivals and departures in ballast by 86,000 
tons (3°5 per cent.) and 85,000 tons (3°6 per cent.). 
The principal changes at the chief ports, as compared 
with May, 1935, are shown below :—

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


UNWROUGHT ALLOYS OF METAL CONTAINING 
SILVER OR GOLD 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 3) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 621), adding to the Free List, with effect 
from June 26, 1936, alloys of metal, unwrought, in 
blocks, ingots, cakes, bars and slabs, each of a weight 
of not less than 28 lbs., containing more than 0°75 per 
cent. by weight of silver or more than 0-05 per cent. 
by weight of gold. 

For convenience of handling and safety in transport, 
scrap material containing gold or silver is frequently 
melted down abroad and roughly moulded before being 
sent to the refiners. In this form the material is not 
covered by the existing Free List heading ‘‘ Scrap 
metals and wastes fit only for the recovery of metal,’’ 
and is, therefore, chargeable with the general ad 
valorem duty. The consequential increase in cost 
makes it unprofitable for refiners in this country to use 
the material in this form, and supplies have been 
diverted to other countries where no duty is charge- 
able. 

The Committee state that for administrative reasons 
they enlarged their enquiry to cover all unwrought 
alloys of metal containing gold or silver, whether made 
from scrap material or not, and that they have reached 
the conclusion that the addition to the Free List of the 
material as defined above is not likely to affect 
adversely other sections of the home metal industry.

POTATOES 

The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 4) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 652), and the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 13) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, No. 653), the 
effect of which is to restore, as from July 1, the duties 
chargeable on potatoes other than new, viz. £2 per 
ton during July and August and £1 per ton from 
September to June. 

The duties were removed last March, the Com- 
mittee having reported that conditions in the home 
market did not require their maintenance at that time. 
Events have shown that this decision was wholly justi- 
fied. In spite of the removal of the duty, prices, 
already high, advanced further, while, on the other 
hand, imports have been only about one-half of the 
permitted quota. By the end of June the trade in 
potatoes of last year’s crop was practically over and 
the exceptional circumstances which led to the tem- 
porary removal of the duty was therefore at an end.

RICE STARCHES AND COMPOUNDS 


Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 12) Order, 
1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, No. 623), issued by the Treasury 
on the recommendation of the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee, the Customs duty of 10 per cent. charge- 
able on rice, millet and buckwheat starches and goods 
consisting of a mixture of such goods or any two of 





materials, containing such starches, is from the first 
day of July, 1936, increased to 7s. 6d. per cwt. 

The purpose of the duty is to reduce imports of pure 
rice starch and combination starches. Much the 
greater proportion of home consumption of these goods 
is for laundry purposes, and the Committee say in 
their report that they know of no reason why 
the duty should cause hardship to such con- 
sumers. Rice starch is also used by the manufac- 
turers of high-class writing papers, but the Committee 
consider that any increased cost in which these manu- 
facturers might be involved would not be such as to 
warrant protection to the home producers of rice starch 
being withheld. 

The consumption in this country of rice starch and 
rice starch compounds has declined considerably, and 
the British producers have been unable to maintain 
their share even of the reduced market, owing to sales 
of Continental material at prices substantially lower 
than the cost of production of important British manu- 
facturers. The volume of imports has been increasing, 
and in 1935 was greater than in any other post-war 
year.

FOOD COUNCIL AND CONSUMERS’

BREAD; HERRING; POTATOES; PIGS AND 
BACON; MILK 


The Food Council and the Consumers’ Committees 
for Great Britain and for England met on June 26 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Geoffrey Peto, C.B.E. 

The Food Council approved a Report to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade on the question of bread 
prices, and considered the discussions that have 
recently taken place with the Herring Industry Board 
and the Departments concerned in regard to gluts of 
herring. 

7 Committee for Great Britain had 
before them a letter from the Minister of Agriculture 
and Fisheries thanking them on behalf of himself and 
the Secretary of State for Scotland for their recent 
Report on the Potato Marketing Scheme, and stating 
that it would be published. The Committee also had 
the Pigs and Bacon Marketing Schemes under con- 
sideration and requested a sub-committee to prepare 
a Report on the operation of the schemes. 

The Consumers’ Committee for England approved a 
letter to the Minister of Agriculture calling attention 
to the position in regard to retail milk prices as 
affected by the recent reduction in prices payable by 
wholesale purchasers of milk in accordance with the 
Recommendation of the Committee of Investigation. 


VISIT TO UNITED KINGDOM OF H.M. TRADE 
COMMISSIONER AT SINGAPORE

REPORT ON SWANSEA DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of Mr. 
T. Ashley’s Report for the year 1935 on the inspection of 
mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the Swansea 
Division. The Division comprises the counties of Carmar- 
then and Pembroke and the western portions of the counties 
of Brecon and Glamorgan, in which there were altogether 
191 mines under the Act at work during 1935. At these 
mines 1,638 underground and 467 surface inspections were 
made and in addition 219 inspections by the Inspector of 
Horses. 


’ The average number of persons employed was 47,400, or 
about 2,000 fewer than in 1934. The total output of mineral, 
almost all of it coal, was slightly over 114 million tons, and 
of this about half was anthracite. The proportion of the 
output loaded on to conveyors was nearly 11 per cent. com- 
pared with 6 per cent. in the previous year. 


Seventy-two persons were killed and 236 injured as a 
result of reportable accidents, as compared with 65 and 
226 respectively in 1934. Many of the accidents are described 
in detail and diagrams and descriptions of new methods of 
working are also given.

REPORT ON CARDIFF AND FOREST OF DEAN 
DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication 
of Mr. J. M. Carey’s Report for the year 1935 on the in- 
spection of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the 
Cardiff and Forest of Dean Division. The Division com- 
prises the coalfields in the eastern parts of Brecon and 
Glamorgan, the whole of Monmouth and the Forest of 
Dean District in Gloucestershire. 


There were altogether 276 mines at work in the Division 
in 1935, and 2,572 underground and 515 surface inspections 
were made during the year in addition to 397 inspections by 
inspectors of horses. The number of persons employed 
averaged nearly 90,000, or over 6,000 less than in 1934, but 
the output of mineral, totalling 24,900,000 tons, was slightly 
in excess of that for 1934. 


Deaths from accidents numbered 90 and reportable non- 
fatal injuries 377, as compared with 98 deaths and 421 
reportable injuries in 1934.

FOREIGN VISITORS IN MAY 


The number of visitors from foreign countries to the 
British Isles, both holiday and business, showed another 
substantial increase (1,538) during May, in spite of the 
fact that May of last year included the Silver Jubilee 
celebrations. Each month of 1936 has shown an increase 
over the corresponding period of 1935. 

The May total was 28,782, of which 20,203 were holiday 
visitors and 8,579 business visitors, as compared with a 
total of 27,244, made up of 18,747 holiday and 8,497 business 
visitors in May, 1935. 


The total of holiday and business visitors during the first 
five months of this year was 104,903, an increase of 13,893 
as compared with the corresponding period of last year; 
of holiday visitors alone (63,888) there was an increase of 
9,239. 

Week-end and day visitors from France and Belgium are 
not taken into account in these figures, nor are the numerous 
but unrecorded, visitors from the British Dominions and 
Colonies. It has been established, however, that the visitors 
with no-passport return excursion tickets last year 
numbered 51,677, and that this was an increase of 15,083 
over the total for 1934.—Travel and Industrial Development 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland.

Burma and Malabar on five days; in Orissa and Central 
India on four; in Konkan on three; in Mysore on two, and 
in Assam on one day. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

Madras, June 20.—Rainfall has been very heavy on the 
west coast but moderate in the Circars and Deccan. Stand- 
ing crops are in fair condition. 

Bihar, June 22.—Rainfall has been general, but only 
moderate in Gaya and Ranchi. Sugarcane is in fair con- 
dition and jute prospects are good in Bhagalpur. 

Orissa, June 22.—Rainfall was heavy in Cuttack and 
Puri. The sowing of jute is progressing in Cuttack, and 
sugarcane is thriving. 

Punjab, June 22.—Rain has benefited standing crops, 
which are in average to good condition. The maximum rain- 
fall, 8-12 inches, was registered at Naraingarh and Ambala, 
and the minimum, 0-02 inch, in the Ferozepore district.

Central Provinces, June 20.—Normal monsoon weather 
has been experienced ; showers have been light to moderate. 
The sowing of rice and cotton has commenced, and the ger- 
mination of newly-sown rice is satisfactory. 

United Provinces, June 20.—Rainfall has been light to 
moderate. Crops generally are in good condition and pros- 
pects are favourable. 

Bombay, June 27.—Good rains have fallen in south 
Guzerat and Konkan. Cotton and sugarcane are suffering 
in places from lack of moisture. 

Bengal, June 24.—Rainfall generally has been light to 
moderate, but heavy in places. ‘The sowing of autumn crops 


is proceeding in parts and prospects are satisfactory.— °

TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


The British Commercial Agent at Jerusalem reports that 
imports of merchandise in March last were valued at 
£P.1,273,405, as compared with £P.1,793,827 and 
£P.1,243,708 in March, 1935, and 1934 respectively. Thus 
imports in March were less by £P.520,422 or 29 per cent. 
than in March, 1935, but greater by £P.29,697 or 2.4 per 
cent. than in March, 1934. Imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in the month under review totalled £P.281,049 as 
against £P.295,890 in March, 1935, a decline of £P.14,841 
or 5 per cent. Raw materials and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured totalled £P.84,462, as compared with £P.149,597 
in March, 1935, a decrease of £P.65,135 or 43.5 per cent. 
Manufactured goods in March last totalled £P.753,818 as 
against £P.1,156,042 a year earlier, a fall of £P.402,224, or 
34.8 per cent. Unclassified imports totalled £P.154,076, as 
compared with £P.192,298 for the same month of 1935, a 
decrease of £P.38,222 or 19-9 per cent. 


Export TRADE 


Exports, the produce of Palestine, in March last totalled 
£P.635,081, as against £P.1,052,274 and £P.838,086 in the 
same months of 1935 and 1934 respectively, less by 
£P.417,193 or 39.6 per cent. and by £P.203,005 or 24.2 per 
cent. than i in the same months of 1935 and 1934 respectively. 
This decrease of £P.417,193 as compared with 1935 is wholly 
accounted for by a decline of £P.423,673 in the export of 
oranges due to smaller crops. Total exports of food, drink 
and tobacco in March, 1936, were £P.589,683 as against 
£P.1,018,453 in March, 1935, a decrease of £P.428,770 or 
42.1 per cent. of which £P.423,673 or practically the whole 
represents the decrease in the export of oranges. Raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured totalled 
£P.14,222 as against £P.5,239, an increase of £P.8,983 
or 171.5 per cent. Export of articles wholly or mainly 
unmanufactured had an aggregate value of £P.31,171 in 
March last, as compared with £P.28,532 in March, 1935, 
an advance of £P.2,639 or 9.2 per cent., largely accounted 
for by larger exports of wearing apparel. 


RE-EXPORTS—TRANSIT TRADE 


Re-exports of goods previously recorded as imports, re- 
exports from bond and transit trade all showed increases 
in March, 1936, as against March, 1935, the totals being 
£P.24,258 and £P.7,420 and £P.38,632 respectively, as com- 


pared with £P.19,788, £P.4,483 and £P.36,680; the in- - 


creases were therefore 22.6 per cent., 65.5 per cent. and 
5.3 per cent. respectively. 


Trape, JANUARY-MaArcH 


Merchandise imported in the first quarter of 1936 had 
an aggregate value of £P.3,732,056 as compared with 
£P.4,352,398 and £P.3,247,791 in March quarters of 1935 
and 1934 respectively, a decline of £P.620,342 or 14.2 per 
cent. from 1935 but an increase of £P.484,265 or 14.9 per 
cent. over 1934. Food, drink and tobacco imported in the 
three months ended March 31, 1936, had a total value of 
£P.861,574, as against £P.847,160 in the same period of 1934 
and an increase of £P.14,414 or 1.7 per cent. Imports of 
raw materials and mainly unmanufactured articles, however, 
declined from £P.343,388 in the first quarter of 1935 to 
£P.266,760 in the same period of 1936, a falling off of 
£P.76,628 or 22 per cent. Again, imports of wholly or mainly 
unmanufactured articles were only: £P.2,049,289 in the latest 
period as compared with £P.2,709,359 in 1935, a decline 
of £P.660,070 or 22-4 per cent. Unclassified imports, 
however, were £P.554,433 in the later period, as against 
£P.452, 491 in the earlier, or an increase of approximately 
£P.102,000. 


Export TRADE 


Exports of merchandise, the produce of Palestine, in the 
first quarter of the current year were valued at £P.2,044,764 
as compared with £P.2,507,510 a year earlier, a decline of 
£P.462,746 or 18.5 per cent. Exports of food, drink and 
tobacco fell to £P.1,919,817 in the 1936 period as compared 
with £P.2,418,960 in the 1930 period only £P.499,143 or 20-6 
per cent., accounting for the whole of the decline in exports. 
Raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured rose 
from £P.17,301 in the first three months of 1935 to £P.37,109 
in the same period of 1936. Again, exports of wholly or 
mainly unmanufactured articles were £P.87,371 in the 1936 
period as compared with £P.70,769 in the 1935 period, a 
rise of £P.16,600 or about 23} per cent.

RE-ExPORTS—TRANSIT TRADE 


Re-exports of commodities previously recorded as imported 
showed «@ slight increase in the first quarter of 1936 at 
£P:66,609 as compared with £P.64,277 in the same period 
of 1935. Re-exports from bond (not previously recorded as 
imports) also showed an increase at £P.19,681 as compared 
with £P.11,897. On the other hand, the value of transit 
trade was rather lower this year at £P, 82,196 as compared 
with £P.89,110.

The total turnover of the foreign trade in May last was 
14,112,000 kroons, imports representing 7,568,700 krs., as 
compared with 6,151,400 krs. in May, 1935, while exports 
totalled 6,543,300 krs, and 6,488,300 krs., ‘respectively, a 
balance in favour of imports of 1,023,400 krs. 


The total value of imports for the first five months of the 
current year was 33,002,400 krs., as against 26,139,900 krs. 
a year earlier, while exports totalled 30,060, 700 krs. and 
27,942,900 krs., respectively, a balance in favour of imports 
of 2, 941, 700 krs. 

As regards imports Great Britain took second place during 
May with goods to a value of 1,100,300 krs., Germany lead- 
ing with 2,508,700 krs. Great Britain imported Estonian 
goods to a value of 2,294,600 krs., as against 1,473,000 krs. 
imported by Germany, which latter country ranked second 
in the list of purchasing countries.

BRITISH INDIA 


TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY INTO THE COTTON 
TEXTILE INDUSTRY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” of September 26, 1935, the Board of Trade 
have now been informed that the report of the Tariff Board 
was released for publication on June 25. The text of the 
Government of India’s covering resolution published at the 
same time is reproduced below :— 


1. The report of special Tariff Board, which was 
appointed on September 10, 1935, to investigate adequacy 
of protective duties applicable to cotton and artificial silk 
fabrics and to cotton yarns of British manufacture, is 
published to-day for general information. The Government 
of India are impressed with the fairness and impartiality 
with which the Board has approached a most difficult 
problem and they accept, without qualification, findings of 
the Board, namely: 


(a) That duty on plain grey cotton piece goods should 
be reduced from 25 per cent. ad valorem, or 4% 
annas per pound, whichever is higher, to 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, or 3} annas per pound, which- 
ever is higher. 

(b) that duty on bordered, grey, bleached and 
coloured piece goods (other than prints) should 
be reduced to 20 per cent. ad valorem and 

(c) that duty on cotton yarn should remain unchanged. 


2. They agree also with the Board that in the absence of 
evidence as to nature and extent of competition between 
imports from the United Kingdom of printed cotton 
goods and artificial silk manufactures and products of 
Indian cotton mills no finding as to adequacy of existing 
duties on such imports is possible, and they do not propose 
therefore to disturb the level of these duties. 

3. It had been hoped that it would be possible, in accord- 
ance with statement made by the Hon. Commerce Member 
in the course of debate on 1934 Textile Protection Bill, to 
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give effect to recommendations of the Board shortly after 
expiry of Mody-Clare Lees agreement, on which the existing 
duties were based. Unexpected difficulties, however, de- 
layed submission of the report and Government of India 
have therefore decided to give immediate effect to recom- 
mendations of the Board by a notification under Section 4 (1) 
of Indian Tariff Act, which issues to-day. 


4. In taking decision outlined above, Government of India 
have given the fullest consideration to the possible reactions 
of the reduction of duties on customs revenue and budgetary 
position. It has already become clear that, with the con- 
tinuance of the present uncertainty as to the future level 
of the cotton textile duties, the revenue from imports of 
British cotton piece goods must fall far short of the amount 
included in the current estimates. The interests of revenue 
required an early termination of this uncertainty, and the 
Government of India are satisfied not only that the yield 
of duties at present level will not be appreciably less in the 
current year than it would have been if the former duties 
had been continued, but also that there is no reason to 
anticipate that in future years revenue will be deleteriously 
affected.

PROHIBITION OF IMPORT OF CERTAIN .

NORTHERN _ RHODESIA 


AMENDMENT TO PREFERENCE 
REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the ‘‘ Customs 
and Excise (Amendment) (No. 2) Regulations, 1936,’’ which 
provide for the following new Regulations governing the 
entry into Northern Rhodesia of goods claiming British 
Preferential rates of duty :— 


(1) Preferential rebates shall not be granted unless the 
person claiming the same shall, on importation and due 
entry into the Territory, produce to the proper Officer of 
Customs at the election of the latter— 

(a) a certificate by the supplier or manufacturer, as 
the case may be, in the form prescribed in para- 
graphs 5 to 7, inclusive, of Appendix ‘‘ A” to 
this regulation ; 
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(b) such other or further evidence as such Officer of 
Customs may require; 


that the goods are either wholly the bona fide growth, pro- 
duce or manufacture of the British Empire, or, if the goods 
are not wholly the growth, produce or manufacture of the 
British Empire, that not less than 25 per cent., or in the 
case of goods falling within a class or description of goods 
set out in Appendix ‘‘ B”’ or Appendix ‘‘ C”’ to this regu- 
lation not less than 50 per cent. or 75 per cent. respectively, 
of the factory or works cost of the goods in their finished 
state is due to expenditure on material grown or produced 
and/or labour performed in the British Empire.

CUBA 
CONSUMPTION TAX ON SUGAR 


The Cuban ‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of March 19, 1936, contains 
a Decree-Law No. 660, dated March 18, imposing a con- 
sumption tax of 14 centavos per pound or fraction of a 
pound on refined sugar and turbinado sugar, bleached or 
washed, whose polarisation is greater than 964 degrees, 
consumed in the country. 

A further Decree-Law No. 699, dated March 28, exempts 
from payment of this tax national industries which use 
tawed sugar as raw material for the manufacture of their 
products and which work under the protection of the laws 
of the Republic. 


DENMARK 
LAW CONCERNING THE REGULATION OF THE 
CORN MARKET (INCLUDING REVISION OF: 
DUTIES ON CEREALS) 
With reference to the notice under the above heading 


in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 11, 1936 (page 873), H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Copenhagen has forwarded translation of a 
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Ministerial Circular, dated June 13, which annuls the 
Circular issued on April 8, 1936, and provides that, as from 
June 15, 1936, in so far as it is shown, on analysis of a 
sample taken by the Customs authorities at the request of 
the importer, that there is under 2-45 per cent. and 2-35 per 
cent. nitrogen respectively in the dry matter of the wheat 
and wheat flour in question, the Valutakontor of the 
National Bank will, on application, reimburse the importer 
in accordance with the prescribed scale.

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 9 
last, page 537, regarding the Bill to define the term 
‘“‘ leather ’’ and to prevent fraud in the trade in this article, 
it should be noted that this Bill was passed tnto Law on 
June 25 and published in the French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ 
of June 26.

MONOPOLY TAX ON BUTTER 


H.M. Ambassador at Berlin reports that from June 12 to 
June 25, 1936, the monopoly tax (including fee) on butter 
was fixed at 65 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON POTATOES 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of June 23, 1936, con- 
tains an Order dated June 22, 1936, which provides for 
a reduced Customs duty of 1:50 Rm. per 100 kilogs. on 
fresh potatoes (No. 23 of the German Customs Tariff), 
imported during July, 1936, up to a total quantity (not 
exceeding 50,000 quintals) equal to 60 per cent. of the 
average imports which, according to the official German 
import returns, were imported from the individual State 
into the German Customs territory during July, 1929, and 
July, 1930. Clearance is permissible either through Cus- 
tom houses specified for the individual State by agreement 
or, without designations of specified Custom houses, on 
production of contingent warrants, certified by a German 
Custom house, according to special agreement made with 
the individual State. During July, 1936, the existing 
conventional duty may not be claimed in addition to the 
above specially reduced duty. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON KNOTTED CARPETS 
(AGREEMENT WITH TURKEY) 

A Third Supplementary Agreement to the Commercial 
Treaty between Germany and Turkey of May 27, 1930, 
revises, as from May 20, 1936, the Notes to No. 402 of 
the German Customs Tariff, as follows :— 


Nore 1.—Knotted carpets, with pile wholly of natural silk, 
weighing not more than 4 kilogs. each and measuring not 
more than 1-75 metres long and 1-20 metres wide--600 Rm. 
per 100 kilogs. 

Nore 2.--Knotted carpets, with pile of natural and arti- 
ficial silk, up to a total quantity of 2,500 (formerly 1,000) 
kilogs. per calendar year, for each contracting State or 
for each State entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment 
—600 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 


Clearance of these carpets at the conventional rate of 
600 Rm. per 100 kilogs. is only permissible through Customs 
houses specified for each contracting State or for each State 
entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment by the Minister 
of Finance, under an Agreement entered into between the 
States. 


GREECE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
published in the “ B.T.J.” of January 9, 1936 (page 75), 
the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens has 
been informed by the Greek authorities that the special 
measure permitting the importation into Greece without 
condition of exchange of 4,000 kilogrammes of the goods 
under Tariff Class 135 (adding machines, typewriters, etc.) 
from Great Britain and the United States of America will be 
renewed for the half-year ending December 31, 1936. 


GUATEMALA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF REDUCTIONS (TREATY 
WITH THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA) 


A Trade Agreement between Guatemala and the United 
States of America, which was signed on April 24, 1936, and 
entered into force on June 16, provided for reduction of the 
Customs duties leviable on the importation into Guatemala 
of a number of articles of United States origin. 

In virtue of the terms of the Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation between the United Kingdom and Guatemala 
of February 22, 1928, such reductions will be extended to 
similar goods of United Kingdom origin. Exporters, how- 
ever, should note that this Treaty has been denounced by 
the Guatemalan Government to end on August 30, 1936 (see 
the ‘“‘ B.T.J.”’ of September 12, 1935 (page 377) ).

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48280] published May 7, 
1936, which amends the United States marking regulations 
as follows :— 

(1) Bouillon cubes imported in individual wrappers of 
paper or tin foil are required to be marked on 
the wrappers to indicate the country of origin. 

(2) Cakes or bars of soap are required to be individually 
marked to indicate the country of origin, whether 
packed in cartons containing one or more cakes 
wrapped or unwrapped or whether imported loose 
in cases.

(3) Meat products only are affected by T.D. 48106-2, 
published in the ‘ B.T.J.’? of February 27, 1936 
(page 316-7).

(5) Metal mesh pot cleaners may be marked to indicate 
the country of origin by means of a paper label 
inserted under the top layer of the cleaner provided 
the name of the country of origin is clearly visible 
through the mesh. 

Metal brush ferrules with brushes cemented therein 
but without handles should be marked to indicate 
the country of origin on the outside—marking on 
the inside of the ferrules is not considered to be 
in a conspicuous place. 

Handkerchiefs attached to cards by pins are required 
to be individually marked to indicate the country 
of origin. Sticker labels may be used provided such 
labels are securely attached to the handkerchiefs. 

Merchandise the manufacture or production of the 
Seychelles Islands should be marked to show ‘“ Sey- 
chelles Islands ”’ as the country of origin. 


(9) Cakes or blocks of ozokerite wax are required to 
be individually marked to indicate the country of 
origin. The marking of the containers of ozokerite 
wax in irregular lumps and pieces is sufficient. 

(10) Cheese wrapped in tinfoil and packed in a card- 
board box containing one piece of cheese is re- 
quired to be marked on the tinfoil, such marking 
is considered as the marking of the article itself. 

(11) Cutlery parts which are classified under paragraph 
355 of the Tariff Act are required to be marked 
when imported in accordance with the special mark- 
ing requirements of the paragraph, even though in 
an unfinished condition.

British Standard Specification for Pre-Cast Concrete Flags. 
(B.S.S. No, 368-1936.) 

The British Standard Specification for Concrete Flags was 
first issued in 1929. As a result of experience gained in its 
use over a period of years, it has now been found possible to 
issue a revised specification containing a number of improve- 
ments. 

In the new specification, one fundamental change has been 
made. It has been considered that the basis of acceptance of 
the flags should be their ability to meet the requirements of the 
specified mechanical tests, and that it should be open to the 
manufacturer to adopt such methods of manufacture, curing 
and maturing as he might find to be most suitable. For this 
reason the specific requirements relating to the method of 
manufacture, the composition of the mixture and the period of 
maturity which were contained in the first issue of the speci- 
fication have been omitted in the present revision. 

Improved methods of manufacture and the superior quality 
of cement now available have made it possible to increase the 
stringency of the mechanical tests. The loads to be supported 
in the transverse tests have been increased, and the specified 
permissible amount of wear has been reduced.

British Standard Specification for Protective Glasses for Weld- 
ing and other Industrial Operations. (B.S.S. No. 679-1936.) 


In view of the rapidly increasing extent to which welding is 
being adopted as a method of construction, the necessity for 
ensuring that the protective glasses used do in fact give 
adequate protection to the operators is one of importance. 

Realising this the Institute of Welding (or, as it then was, 
the Institution of Welding Engineers) requested that a specifi- 
cation for such glasses should be prepared.

The work of preparing a specification involved problems 
which were not easy of solution. While it is generally accepted 
that both infra-red and ultra-violet radiation may give rise 
to harmful effects, there is at present no definite knowledge 
as to the intensity of radiation above which the harmful 
effects result. 

The Committee have therefore adopted the policy of restrict- 
ing such radiation to the low limits fixed empirically from a 
practical aspect of safety. Another interesting feature which 
emerged as a result of the work of the Committee was the 
effect of coloured glasses. It is apparently widely believed 
that the colour of the glass is of major importance and the 
use of certain colours such as a combination of blue and red 
glasses is quite common. At the present state of knowledge, 
however, the optical requirements that have been laid down 
can only be obtained by the use of glass of somewhat greenish, 
neutral colour. 

The glass has been graded according to its density, and five 
standard ranges are given which cover the normal field of 
welding operations. The specification also includes dimensions 
for the size of lenses of goggles and for the windows in hand- 
screens. 

In an Appendix some information with regard to a grade of 
glass which will provide adequate protection for people em- 
ployed on other work in the vicinity of high temperature opera- 
tions is included. 3

Insulating Slabs for Switchgear.

This revision is the 
first step towards the preparation of specifications covering 
switchgear bases of materials other than slate. An insulation 
resistance test has been added, the resistance figure being 
graded according to the thickness of the slab. Other clauses 
deal with finish, dimensions, tolerances, bevel and corrosion 
of metal. Two alternative methods of testing for insulation 
resistance are described in an Appendix.

During the period, three National Conference Agreements 
have been negotiated between representatives of the National 
Union and Federation, and while no material changes have 
taken place in any of the major clauses until the last Agree- 
ment of January, 1936, which is included in Section 2 of 
this volume, some new piecework statements, and many 
additions to, and amendments in existing statements have 
been made by Local Arbitration Boards, a record of which, 
as far as available up to April 30, 1936, is also contained 
in this section. 

Section III dealing with technical education and research 
in the shoe trade has been revised and brought up to date. 

Reprint of the latest preliminary survey of the boot and 
shoe and leather industries (1934) under the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, is included in Section IV along with a mass of 
useful information on several subjects of general trade 
interest,

POLAND—DANZIG 
EXCHANGE CONTROL AGREEMENT 


An Agreement between the Senate of the Free City 
of Danzig and the Government of Poland was signed 
on June 9 on questions arising from the Polish 
currency control. 

As regards imports into Poland of goods from outside 
the Customs union, the Agreement provides that 
Danzig citizens shall not be treated less beneficially in 
regard to the distribution of foreign exchange than 
importers domiciled in Poland. In accordance with 
this principle Danzig citizens will participate in foreign 
currency distribution from Polish foreign currency 
supplies in the same proportion as they have partici- 
pated in Polish import trade in the past. (Business 
in clearing agreements and compensation business 
excepted.) Danzig citizens will be allowed to open 
special accounts with Polish foreign currency banks in 
which payment will be accepted without investigation 
or permit. From these accounts the holders may 
make payment in Poland as well as payment to Danzig 
Zloty Accounts for Internal Payments (‘‘ Daki ’’). 

Insofar as the Danzig holders of the accounts do not 
wish to dispose of the amounts to their credit as above, 
they must apply for foreign currency at the Polish 
foreign currency banks in the normal manner,
